Typewriting on the Wall 


ACING came through the period of no-racing 

with as much dignity and honor, and with as 
little dissension, as could have been imagined for 
so scattered and disconnected a business. At the 
end of the request-ban it had a better press, a 
kindlier public, more good friends in government 
than it had when racing stopped early in January. 
In adversity it was magnificent. 

Now it was up against the more disturbing 
hazards of prosperity. When racing came back to 
the various tracks where transportation facilities 
made it possible it would almost certainly be 
greeted by very large crowds. If the mechanical 
facilities for betting were adequate, it would al- 
most certainly have even larger betting aggre- 
gates than in 1944—simply because people had 
more money, even after they had bought war 
bonds. The tracks would be inclined to give 
larger purses, if at all possible, and horses in 
racing condition might be even more valuable. 

In such a situation there would be certain 
prophets who would hark back to a well remem- 
bered feast of ancient days. And they would see 
mysterious signs upon the walls. And there would 
be many prophets who would claim to have the 
interpretation thereof. And whether any of them 
spoke with the voice of Daniel or not, they would 
all have to be listened to. Because everybody’s 
attention had been attracted and the horse-sport 
was hot news, everybody would be watching the 
banquet and a lot of them would be walking up 
to the microphone and decoding the messages. 
Racing was going to need the wisdom of Solomon, 
the prowess of Joshua, the magic of Aaron, and 
the patience of Job. It was going to need some 
teeth to grit, if not to bite with. 

Item 1, the Public Pools. These were going to 
be huge. Many prophets would tell us there ought 
not to be so much news about the handle. Never- 
theless the handle would be news, and _ there 
would be an end to it. It would be better if the 
handle weren’t so big, but how could moderation 
be achieved?

Item 2, Racing and Baseball. Prophets would 
tell us to leave baseball and Chandler alone. 
Other prophets would tell us not to take anything 
off ’em. One of our favorite Daniels was telling 
us the other day, in the same column, that we had 
said too much and that we had said too little. It’s 
hard to tell, of course. You make a policy the 
way you buy a mutuel ticket; maybe it will win 
and maybe it will lose—the only thing you can do 
is figure the probabilities and do the best you can 
with what you have. With regard to Senator 
Chandler’s and baseball’s statements on racing, 
horsemen resented them and deplored them with 
a unanimity we never saw before in a game 
where difference of opinion is the principal stock in 
trade. The press was almost solidly on our side. 
But we didn’t like to pick on Chandler in public; 
we think he’s essentially an understanding man. 
We hope that’s all over. 

Item 3, the Service. Once during the ban the 
Office of War Mobilization and Reconversion 
made an effort to assemble facts and figures to 
show how the cessation of racing had aided the 
war effort. From all the sources at its command 
it got one item which it considered worth releas- 
ing to the press—19,000 miles of telephone lines 
had been made available for the war effort. This 
statistic had a career comparable to that of a 
small snowball in Yuma, Ariz., on the Fourth of 
July. They weren’t racing’s wires; they could 
have been taken by the Government whether rac- 
ing was stopped or not; they didn’t amount to one- 
fiftieth of one per cent of wires in use; racing 
would have been tickled pink if they had been 
taken long ago. Now these wires presumably have 
been returned to the handbook service from which 
they were borrowed, to a service whose business 
name not one person in five thousand knows and 
whose actual ownership almost nobody knows. 
This ought to be the answer to those who insist 
that the racing ban was the work of a “reform 
element”; if it had been reform, the handbooks 
would have been the place to begin. But the hand- 
books remain—big, bold, inescapable writing on 
the wall, still undeciphered.

W inter Favorite 


A* early as last January it was freely rumored, 
and reported in this column and elsewhere, 
that the ban on racing was pretty thoroughly 
keyed to the war, and that victory in Europe 
would bring resumption. This turned out to be 
a long-range guess that proved right, and we 
may now dismiss as fairy tales all the reports 
of sinister influences which were the “real’’ cause 
of the shut-down. It is not that these tales were 
wholly untrue—it is seldom that an action of 
such magnitude traces to one clean-cut motive 
and to one motive only. But a clear majority 
goes to the set of nerves we developed when Gen- 
eral von Runstedt counter-attacked in Germany. 

It soon became fairly clear that what the home 
front regarded as a catastrophe was considered 
by the Army to be a victory, but those in high 
places cannot afford to acknowledge their mis- 
takes readily. So racing had to wait for the day 
when America closed her saloons and England 
supplied extra rations of liquor to her pubs. What- 
ever you think of things English, you will have 
to admit that under the stress of either defeat 
or victory, England refused to stampede. 

During the ban racing interests, both track op- 
erators and horsemen, behaved remarkably well. 
It was not merely that they did not rush into 
print with charges of discrimination or with pro- 
tests against the really arbitrary way in which 
their living had been cut off. It was that in pri- 
vate off-the-record conversation they were not 
actually resentful. You would not expect thou- 
sands of people to think exactly alike on the 
matter, and there were some horsemen who were 
bitterly antagonistic to what they regarded as a 
rather scurvy trick. But in the main they took 
it as one of the fortunes of war, or, as Justice 
Byrnes put it, like sportsmen. 

There are already signs that this peacefulness 
cannot stand prosperity, and there have been pub- 
lished criticisms of what the tracks have done or 
what they have not done. Some of this may be 
justified, but it should not be overlooked that the 
present month at least, and to some extent a con- 
siderable part of the season, is a period of re- 
adjustment, with occasional mistakes as a natur- 
al consequence. 

However, the tracks which operate this season 
should keep one thing clearly in mind. The horse- 
men, particularly the non-wealthy run-of-the-mine 
horsemen, have had a pretty rugged time for 
four months. They have had to stretch their re- 
sources and in many cases their credit to keep 
their horses ready to run when resumption came. 
On the other hand the tracks, except those which 
were normally scheduled to operate during the 
racing suspension, have suffered relatively lit- 
tle. Some in fact have not suffered at all; others 
will lose a few days of racing whose proceeds 
would have gone chiefly to the Department of 
Internal Revenue in any case. 

It therefore seems no more than just to ask 
that the tracks make a particular effort to set 
their purses high—even higher than last season’s 
—to offset the losses which horsemen sustained 
during the winter and spring. This seems es- 
pecially reasonable in the light of the fact that 
support at those tracks which have already be- 
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gun operation indicates that racing this summer 
may surpass even the fantastic popularity it ep. 
joyed in 1944, 

For a little more than four months it’s bee, 
feathers; now it ought to be chicken. 


Discrimination 


HIS onlooker was fascinated to read a story, 

last Saturday, in which various churchmen 
agreed that it was a “clear case of discrimina- 
tion” to lift the ban on racing and the curfew on 
night clubs, and at the same time to retain regu- 
lations against “religious and educational con- 
ventions.” Of course there is no ban on “re. 
ligious and educational” conventions—the ban is 
on conventions generally, but this sort of half. 
truth must be permitted to the clergy because of 
their greater sanctity. It is bad logic, too, to 
find a connection between conventions, which in- 
volve long-range travel on overburdened railroads, 
and racing, which involves short hauls on, for 
the most part, municipal or suburban transpor- 
tation lines. 

But that isn’t the point. The real luxury is to 
find, after feeling that we have been getting 
none the best of it for four months, that we are 
rated at least above religious and educational con- 
ventions. Makes you feel warm inside, doesn’t it? 


The Classic Dates 


T is a comfort to find that the spring classics, 

which were on the very eve of being lost for 
the season, will be run after all, at dates not so 
very divergent from their usual ones that the 
character of the races will be changed. For 
Churchill Downs and Belmont Park the problem 
was not difficult, but Pimlico had quite a poser 
with the Preakness. Running a one-day meeting 
isn’t a highly profitable business, even if the 
track has been opened a few weeks beforehand. 

But the Maryland Jockey Club, having com- 
mitted itself to that course, decided as usual that 
anything worth doing was worth doing on a grand 
scale, and has set up a one-day program consist- 
ing of five stakes worth an aggregate of $110,000. 
Thus, instead of a skimpy card to preserve the 
technical continuity of the Preakness Stakes, the 
track has scheduled what will be one of the grand- 
est racing days of the season. Readers of this 
department may have noticed a certain partiality 
for Pimlico. Well, this is the sort of thing that 
caused it. 

Without any exception, every horseman this 
observer has talked to about the June 9 date for 
the Kentucky Derby, and every interested on- 
looker as well, has expressed approval of the date 
and has added the rider, “and that’s when it 
ought to be run every year.” This is one of those 
things which may be classified as true, but im- 
possible. The New York date schedule fixes the 
normal dates of Pimlico, which has every reason 
to avoid a conflict with Belmont Park. And the 
dates at Pimlico fix the normal date of the Ken- 
tucky Derby, which derives a great part of its 
importance from the fact that it is the first big 
race of the season to attract 3-year-olds from all 
sections. 

In connection with this year’s Preakness, a kind 
word ought to be said for Delaware Park, which 
will close its meeting for Pimlico’s big day, thus 
releasing additional horses and a rather small 
number of people to support the events at Balti- 
more. This is the sort of cooperation you seldom 
see among race tracks. 
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Kentucky Derby 
Entries 


OMINATIONS for the Kentucky Derby were 

announced by Churchill Downs, Inc., on May 
12, long after the usual date on which they would 
have been made available for the country’s racing 
fans to mull over. There were 155 of them, the 
largest number since 1929, despite the fact that 
an unusually large number of good colts in the 
East were not named for the race. 

This time there would be no winter book, no 
weeks of carefully built up public interest, and 
little form for comparing one candidate with an- 
other. There would be few travelers from far 
places to see the great race, because traveling 
was still difficult and still frowned upon by the 
Office of Defense Transportation and by Churchill 
Downs itself, which painstakingly limited its res- 
ervations to persons with more or less local ad- 
dresses. But there was going to be a Derby, and 
the whole world of sports felt happier about it. 

For some weeks before the removal of the ban 
against racing it had been hoped that the Derby 
might be run on Saturday, June 2, but Col. Matt 
Winn’s investigations indicated that this date 
would exclude virtually all the best candidates in 
the East on the score of conditioning for a ten- 
furlong race. Accordingly, after consultations 
with key men in Maryland and New York, he set 
the date for Saturday, June 9. 

Just now the composition of the field is most 
difficult to predict. Several of last year’s top 2- 
year-olds are ready to get into competition this 
week and next, and the picture will begin to be 
more clear. As of the present the unbeaten Free 
for All, the Futurity winner Pot o’ Luck, Air 
Sailor, and Col. E. R. Bradley’s Burning Dream 
appear among those most likely to start with a 
considerable following.

Entries for the Preakness 


On May 14 the Maryland Jockey Club an- 
nounced the list of horses eligible for the Preak- 
ness Stakes, which will be run at Pimlico on Sat- 
urday, June 16, at a distance of a mile and three- 
sixteenths. Seventy-one 3-year-olds are eligible, 
including 14 which were named as supplementary 
entries at a fee of $1,500. The $50,000 added 
early-closing race now has reached a gross total 
value of $81,170, and starting fees, at $500 each, 
may swell this figure almost to $90,000. 

Of the 71 horses eligible for the Preakness, a 
total of 25—probably a much larger proportion 
than usual—are not included among the nomina- 
tions for the Kentucky Derby. The colts (there 
are no fillies) in the Preakness but not in the 
Derby are as follows:

The Ban Off, 
Racing 


The Word from Washington 


UST as racing had kept its faith with the Gov- 

ernment during the ban, the Government kept 
its faith with racing by promptly lifting the re- 
striction on May 9, the day after President Harry 
§. Truman proclaimed V E-day to the people of the 
United States. During the afternoon of the offi- 
cial VE-day, May 8, it’: was announced that Fred 
M. Vinson, Director of War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion, would hold a press conference in the 
White House at 11 o’clock the following morning. 
The report that the capable Kentuckian would 
then announce not only the end of the racing ban 
but the demise of the midnight curfew proved to 
be correct. Mr. Vinson began his conference by 
quoting the title of the famous old poem, “Curfew 
Shall Not Ring Tonight.” In a genial mood, the 
OWMR director then gave the green light to the 
race tracks but referred the newspaper corre- 
spondents to the Office of Defense Transportation 
to find out what would be the Government’s policy 
in regard to the shipment of horses for racing 
purposes and the transportation of fans to the 
tracks. 

The ODT director, Col. J. Monroe Johnson, was 
ready with a statement removing the restrictions 
on transporting horses for racing purposes, but 
emphasized that the existing travel restrictions 
against special race trains to the tracks probably 
would continue for some time. He said the tracks 
would be expected to cooperate in keeping the at- 
tendance for such big stakes races as the Ken- 
tucky Derby on a “trolley-car” basis. The Office 
of Price Administration also warned automobile 
owners holding B and C gasoline ration cards 
against using their cars to drive to the races, but 
placed no restriction on the holders of A cards 
only. 

The heads of the tracks last week received as- 
surances that the various local agencies of the 
War Manpower Commission would remove any 
employment ceilings limiting the number of em- 
ployees a track might hire. Apparently, however, 
persons engaged in war work would find it diffi- 
cult to switch to race track employment because 
of the WMC’s job stabilization regulations, such 
as are in effect in Louisville, where Churchill 
Downs has had to draw mainly on war veterans, 
handicapped persons, and older workers to staff 
its plant for the spring meeting. There was, how- 
ever, no indication of a greater labor shortage, 
either fer tracks or racing stables, than existed 
before the ban. 

After all the uncertainty and confusion of the 
past month, with the false reports of the end of 
the European war, the unconditional surrender of 
the German armies made possible the announce- 
ment of an unconditional VE-day. For the first 
time since the ban went into effect, the leaders in 
racing had a solid basis for immediately announc- 
ing plans for the reopening of the tracks, and 
they acted swiftly. On the same day Mr. Vinson 
announced the lifting of the ban, in accordance 
with the “recommendation” late in March of his 
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predecessor, James F. Byrnes, a number of tracks 
announced the opening dates of their meetings. 

Narragansett Park, at Pawtucket, R. I., and 
Sportsman’s Park, near Chicago, were the first to 
revive the sport in this country, on Saturday, May 
12, after a blackout of 129 days since January 2. 
The latter part of the last week the sports pages 
of the newspapers were full of racing news— 
dates, stakes schedules, Kentucky Derby and 
Preakness plans, etc.—and even those sports 
columnists who had been critical of racing during 
the four-month ban seemed delighted and relieved 
to have it back. 


New York 


The delay in opening the New York tracks until 
the Jamaica meeting on Monday, May 21, has re- 
sulted in considerable criticism by Eastern horse- 
men who felt that they were being deprived of a 
week of earning opportunities for their stables. 
The heads of the New York tracks insisted that 
everything could not be made ready any sooner, 
including the hiring of personnel. 

There was still a possibility early this week 
that the Saratoga meeting might be held at Sara- 
toga Springs instead of Belmont Park, if trans- 
portation problems could be worked out. (But 
THE BLoop-HorSE understands they cannot be 
worked out.) Also that the Empire City meeting 
might be held at the home course instead of at 
Jamaica. 

The stakes for the Jamaica meeting were to 
close Saturday, May 19, with the exception of the 
Experimental Free Handicap, which carries no 
subscription fee and is open to the 3-year-olds 
which were handicapped by John B. Campbell for 
The Jockey Club as 2-year-olds at the end of 1944. 
There is a starting fee of $100 for the Experi- 
mental, but the entries are to be named at the 
usual time. The Jamaica stakes schedule:

Belmont Park has announced a list of ten 
stakes to be run during the 18-day meeting, be- 
ginning June 4 and ending on June 23, with the 
Belmont Stakes on the latter date, one week after 
the running of the Preakness. Omitted this year 
is the seven-furlong Swift Stakes for 3-year-olds. 
The Withers, which usually follows the Kentucky 
Derby and Preakness, will precede them this year, 
on June 6, with the value increased from $15,000 
to $25,000. The Metropolitan Handicap has also 
been upped a similar amount and the Toboggan 
Handicap has been increased from $5,000 to 
$15,000 in added money. All stakes, which have 
not already closed, close on May 23. The dates of 
five steeplechase stakes have not been announced, 
but the names of four of them with their in- 
creased added money, are the $5,000 added Inter- 
national, the $5,000 added Appleton Memorial, the 
$5,000 added Corinthian, and the $7,500 Meadow

Pimlico 


In accommodating itself to the emergancy of 
the resumption of racing the joint meeting of the 
Maryland Jockey Club and other major tracks in 
Maryland has had more than its share of confu- 
sion. The spring dates at Pimlico ordinarily come 
earlier than conditions permitted this year, but a 
prime consideration was the desire to run the 
Preakness, Maryland’s 3-year-old classic, a week 
after the Kentucky Derby and at least two weeks 
in advance of Belmont Park’s Belmont Stakes, 
third leg of the American triple crown. This dif- 
ficulty, after much conferring and telephoning, 
was finally compromised by setting the Preakness 
for Saturday, June 16, a week after the Derby 
and a week before the 14%-mile Belmont. This 
arrangement makes it most unlikely that the 
same horse will have a good chance to win all 
three. 

As it was, the Maryland management found it 
necessary to go outside its dates and set up a spe- 
cial program for the Preakness. The joint meet- 
ing at Pimlico was to open Wednesday, May 16, 
and continue ten days through Saturday, May 26. 
Then, through a gentleman’s agreement with the 
Delaware Park management, a one-day meeting 
will be given at Pimlico to account for the Preak- 
ness. Most of the Delaware Park staff will be 
borrowed for this one day, and Delaware Park 
will be closed for the day. This arrangement has 
been made through a fine spirit of cooperation on 
the part of the managements concerned, and with 
the approval of the racing commissions in both 
states. Delaware Park will also be dark on the 
following Monday, June 18, in order to allow 
ample time for the return of the necessary per- 
sonnel. 

On the heels of this settlement came an an- 
nouncement which almost disrupted plans in 
Maryland. On May 10 Gov. Herbert R. O’Conor 
announced that he had appointed George P. Ma- 
honey chairman of the Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion and that Frank Small, Jr., would retire as 
chairman but would remain a member of the com- 
mission. This move created a feeling of tension 
and anxiety among racing men in the State. Ma- 
honey had indicated his distrust of the tracks 
through several moves, notably his public ques- 
tioning of their integrity in the spending of a 
specially granted additional one per cent take-out,

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and the track operators in turn have suspected his 
motives. 

So hot was the feeling against Mr. Mahoney 
that Janon Fisher, Jr., president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders’ Association, resigned his post as 
a member of the board of directors of the Mary- 
land Jockey Club and made public his blunt 
yeason : 

“T hereby tender my resignation as a direc- 
tor of the Maryland Jockey Club because I 
feel that the recent designation of George P. 
Mahoney as chairman of the racing commis- 
sion is proof of the domination of racing in 
Maryland by politicians, and my opinion is 
that the race meeting to be operated begin- 
ning May 16 at Pimlico should not be held 
under his chairmanship, and it would not be 
to the best interest of racing.” 


When the board of directors met it took them 
three hours to decide what to say, and they were 
just as blunt as Mr. Fisher had been: 

“It is with great regret that the board... ac- 
cepts your resignation at your instance. The 
board feels in entire accord with your opinion... 
but because of its consideration for the horsemen 
and the public, will hold a spring meeting starting 
May 16. 

“The board also hopes that the present lament- 
able conditions will soon improve so that you may 
be able to return as a director and give us the 
benefit of your valued experience and advice as 
your high principles in the interest of racing in 
the State of Maryland [are] so definitely needed.” 

The temper of Maryland’s racing heads sug- 
gested that there would be no calm until Ma- 
honey leaves the chairmanship. His term expires 
in July, 1947. The term of the third member of 
the commission, H. Courtenay Jenifer, expires 
next month, Mr. Small’s in 1949. Harry Parr III, 
president of the Maryland Jockey Club (and of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of the 
United States, Inc.), asked what he thought of 
Mr. Mahoney’s appointment, set his lips and said 
he had no comment. 

But in the midst of these difficulties the tracks 
and Racing Secretary Charles McLennan worked 
out their condition books and program of feature 
races. The purse minimum was $1,500, the aver- 
age distribution tentatively $26,572 a day. None 
of the races run during the ten-day meeting 
would be under stakes conditions but they would 
carry the traditional names of spring stakes, and 
each would have a value of $5,000. (Before the 
Mahoney appointment was announced tkeir values 
had been given out as $7,500 each.) 

The program for Preakness day was to have 
five stakes—one of the most extraordinary pro- 
grams of racing ever scheduled in America—and 
was to have a total distribution of $117,500 from 
the tracks, raising the total distribution for the 
11 days to about $292,300. The program of stakes 
and features:

Narragansett Park 


At 2:30 P. M. (Eastern War Time) on Satur- 
day, May 12, a field of 11 selling platers reached 
the post at Narragansett Park for the running of 
the first race held at a recognized track in the 
United States since 5:17 P. M. (Rocky Mountain 
War Time), January 2, when the tenth and final 
race got under way at Sportsman’s Park, Phoenix, 
Ariz. They were off a half-minute later at the 
Rhode Island course, and the winner of the dash 
at 5% furlongs was the 11-year-old sprinter 
Night Editor, whose earning capacity, because of 
his advancing age, had been considerably lessened 
by the racing ban. 

With nine races programmed, an attendance 
estimated at 25,000 set a new betting record of 
$1,153,415 for an opening day of the New Eng- 
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land season, but $1,038,073.50 (less breakage) 
was returned to the bettors, according to Daily 
Racing Form, which is attempting to educate the 
uninitiated that all the money bet at a race track 
is not lost. 

The feature of the opening day program was 
the $3,000 Inaugural Purse, at 5% furlongs, run 
in two divisions. Mrs. Lottie Wolf’s 5-year-old 
gelding Bar Willow, by Bargello—Willow Bram- 
ble, was victor by a nose in the first half of the 
split feature, with Mixer second. Max Marmor- 
stein’s Castleman, a 6-year-old son of Chance Sun 
—Hildrum, by Hildur, won the second division in 
a front-running effort ‘by two and one-half lengths 
over the filly Merry Sunshine. Castleman was 
bred by the Kentucky sportsman Polk Laffoon, 
who died recently, and his dam is now the only 
Thoroughbred owned by Mr. Laffoon’s estate.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


At three Sun Teddy won the Arlington Handi- 
cap (1% miles in 2:02) and Saranac Handicap, 
was second to Granville in the Travers Stakes, 
beaten a head. He won one race and was once 
second in three starts at four. Mr. Wright put 
Sun Teddy into the stud in 1938 at Henry H. 
Knight’s Almahurst Farm, and from his first crop 
of foals, 2-year-olds in 1941, came the Arlington 
Futurity winner Sun Again. Sun Again not only 
was the best horse in Sun Teddy’s first crop, but 
his best horse to the end of 1944, as well as his 
leading money winner in every year except 1942, 

After the appearance of Sun Again, his sire 
was moved from Almahurst to Calumet Farm 
where Sun Teddy made the 1942 and 19438 seasons. 
He died at Calumet Farm in August 1943, and his 
last crop of foals will come to the races as 2-year- 
olds in 1946. Sun Again has replaced his sire as 
a stallion at Calumet Farm, entering the stud 
there this spring. 

In Sun Teddy’s first crop were 20 foals, of 
which 14 had won to the end of last year, includ- 
ing eight winners at two. His second crop in- 
cluded 23 foals, 16 winners, and seven winners at 
two. Sun Teddy got 19 foals in his third crop, 
and 13 had won to the end of 1944, including nine 
which won in their 2-year-old season. There were 
28 2-year-olds of last season, and he had 13 win- 
ners.

MARYLAND BREEDERS' MEETING 


HE seventeenth annual meeting of th eMary- 
T land Horse Breeders’ Association was held at 
the Lord Baltimore Hotel, Baltimore, May 9, with 
150 members and guests sitting down to dinner 
and a dozen or more additional coming in later. 
Janon Fisher, Jr., president of the group for the 
past five years, was master of ceremonies. Guests 
from whom speeches were heard included Frank 
Small, Jr., chairman of the racing commission; 
Phil C. Turner, chairman of the Maryland State 
Fair Board; John E. Clark, secretary of the fair 
hoard and representative from Harford County 
in the State Legislature; T. Roy Brookes, master 
of the State Grange; Alex M. Robb, executive 
secretary of the Thoroughbred Racing Associa- 
tions; and Dr. Fred Leinbach, of the University 
of Maryland’s Animal Husbandry Department. 

Following reports from President Fisher, Sec- 
retary-Treasurer Goss L. Stryker, and Field Sec- 
retary Humphrey S. Finney, all of whom dealt 
with the association’s activities since the last 
meeting, the principal speaker of the evening was 
heard, J. A. Estes, editor of THE BLoop-HorskE, 
and one of America’s foremost authorities on the 
Thoroughbred and his pedigree. 

Mr. Estes urged the foundation of Thorough- 
bred Clubs in cities, somewhat on the order of the 
Downtown Farmers’ Clubs, and pointed out the 
great need of better public relations in racing be- 
fore getting on to his main theme. Discussing 
pedigrees and probabilities in horse breeding, Mr. 
Estes pointed out that there was no assurance in 
anything about breeding, except as probabilities, 
but that it was racing class in the parents that 
was the best indicator of what might be hoped 
for in the offspring. Mr. Estes discussed several 
theories that are, in his opinion, valueless. 

Some interesting films depicting Quarter Horses 
on the King Fanch, “Horse Power in Action,” and 
racing subiects were shown. 

There was the usual election of directors to 
serve in 1945, the current members all being re- 
elected, except that Richard A. Johnson, son of 
Laurel Park’s first president and a breeder-owner- 
trainer of Thoroughbreds, replaced Dan Wight, of 
Frederick. The board will meet to elect officers 
in the near future. Other members of the new

were huge despite the discomforts of wartime 
travel, the insufficient accommodations for food, 
the necessity of having to leave early to struggle 
for space on the train back to London. 

In the one-mile classic for fillies the natura] 
jubilation of the crowd was enhanced by the popu- 
lar victory of Lord Derby’s Sun Stream, the 5-to-2 
favorite, which took the lead near “the dip,” about 
a quarter-mile from the finish, and went on to 
win by three lengths, going with such ease as to 
suggest that the Oaks distance of 1% miles would 
be easily within her reach. Harry Wragg had rid. 
den the winner most confidently, in the early 
stages letting her go along easily some five 
lengths behind the pacemaker Finette.

For the present Earl of Derby, now 80 years 
of age, Sun Stream’s victory represented the sev- 
enth One Thousand Guineas triumph in the last 
30 years, if the substitute races of two wars are 
counted. His winners have been Canyon in 1916, 
Ferry in 1918, Tranquil in 1923, Fair Isle in 1930, 
Tide-way in 1936, Herringbone in 19438, and Sun 
Stream in 1945. Tide-way is a half-sister, by 
Fairway, to Sun Stream. 

Drift, bred in France and imported as a year- 
ling to England, where she was a_ high-class 
stakes winner, has been one of the best producers 
in Lord Derby’s great stud, whose good horses 
have been shared liberally with American breed- 
ers. Sun Stream was the sixth foal and the fifth 
stakes winner produced by Drift, whose previous 
progeny included Fairhaven, Tide-way, “*Heli- 
opolis, and Seven Seas. Among Drift’s foals only 
the filly Offshore, by Fairway, failed to win, and 
she was placed in stakes events. Seven Seas and 
“Heliopolis are full brothers to Sun Stream. 

The family is of most interest to American 
breeders through *Heliopolis, which, with the ex- 
ception of the American-foaled and -raced Pen- 
sive, is still the largest money winner among the 
get of the great sire Hyperion. *Heliopolis, after 
an unsatisfactory attempt to train him for racing 
in this country, made a short stud season in 1941 
and got three foals of 1942, all winners, including 
the high-class Alexis, which Jack Healey is now 
training at Pimlico as a possible starter in the 3- 
year-old classics.

When the field went to the post for the Two 
Thousand Guineas Sir Eric Ohlson’s North Coun- 
try wonder Dante was still unbeaten, having won 
all of his six starts as a 2-year-old and his one 
previous effort as a 3-year-old. He was an even- 
money favorite for the one-mile classic. 

The Guineas brought Dante’s first failure. He 
missed the victory by the margin of a neck, losing 
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to Lord Astor’s Court Martial, which had been 
strongly backed and closed at 13 to 2. 

Court Martial himself had gone through his 2- 
year-old season without defeat, but he had made 
only two starts, in the Shinfield Stakes and 
Burghfield Stakes. In the Free Handicap of 2- 
year-olds he was rated at 132 pounds, only one 
pound behind the leading Dante. In his first 
start as a 38-year-old he had finished second, 
beaten a neck by Sun Storm in the seven-furlong 
Trial Stakes at Salisbury, conceding the winner 
seven pounds. Whether his Guineas victory es- 
tablishes him as a solid favorite for the Derby is 
not yet clear, as the sons of Fair Trial, like those 
of Nearco, have gained a reputation, among Eng- 
lish race-goers, of disliking the longer distances.

In the Derby a jinx will be riding against Court 
Martial, and it will be one of the best known 
jinxes in the racing world. Lord Astor’s horses, 
many times placed, have never succeeded in win- 
ning a Derby. 

Like Sun Stream, Court Martial has American 
connections in his pedigree. His sire, Fair Trial, 
comes from the very successful family of Ameri- 
cus Girl, daughter of the noted American speed- 
ster, Americus (raced as Rey del Carreres), 
whose “tainted” bloodlines helped the English to

adopt the “Jersey Act,” which barred further 
“contaminations.” 

Instantaneous, dam of Court Martial, was one 
of the highest-class fillies of her year, winning the 
Leicestershire Oaks and Haverhill Stakes and fin- 
ishing third in the Oaks. Among her other pro- 
duce is the 6-year-old *Skeet, a “Bahram mare 
which raced only once, finishing fifth in the 
Saxham Stakes. Shortly before the war made 
further importations impossible *Skeet was 
brought to America by Arthur B. Hancock and 
installed among the broodmares at his Claiborne 
Stud, Paris, Ky. *Skeet will be represented in 
Mr. Hancock’s consignment to the Keeneland 
yearling sales this summer by a colt by *Sir Gal- 
lahad III. Court Martial is also a half-brother 
to the stakes winners Fulham, Hasty Shot, and 
Way In. 

Mr. Hancock also has the mare *Scenery II, a 
stakes winner by Biribi out of Picture, second 
dam of Court Martial, and she, too, has a colt by 
*Sir Gallahad III in the Keeneland sales of this 
year. A third member of this immediate family 
he owns is *Hunting Scene, by *Bahram out of 
Picture; her representative in the yearling sales 
is a colt by the recently deceased Stimulus. An- 
other is the Yorkshire Oaks winner *Sculpture, by 
Sansovino out of Picture; she does not have a 
yearling, but has a suckling filly by Fighting Fox. 

These mares were purchased from Lord Astor 
by Mr. Hancock. The same principals had figured 
in another sale of a mare from this noted family, 
that of *Penicuik II (Buchan—Pennycomequick), 
which Mr. Hancock purchased in the spring of 
1940, bred to Hyperion, brought to Kentucky, and 
sold to Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm; the foal 
she brought over in utero was the 1944 Kentucky 
Derby winner Pensive.

Both Woven Web and her stablemate Border 
Venture were sold by the King Ranch for Mexi- 
can racing. <A third Bold Venture filly, named 
Bold Thrust, also bred by King Ranch, had been 
entered in the stakes by the Barba Gonzalez 
Brothers stable, but was scratched. All three had 
been winners at the Hipodromo, but Woven Web 
has the best record. In her first start last March, 
Woven Web was narrowly beaten, but she has 
won her four subsequent starts with ease, in- 
cluding a victory at two and one-half furlongs, 
just prior to the Campeonato de Potrancas, in 
which she won by four lengths over a good track 
and equaled the American record of :27%, which 
had been set recently by the 2-year-old colt Jack 
Oldham at the Hipodromo. Woven Web’s four 
wins and one second have earned $4,415. 

BBUJA, winner of one race in two starts at 
Santa Anita Park (three furlongs in :334 over 
a slow track), three named foals. Winners, Witch 
Brew, Woven Web (stakes, above). CHICAROS 
HALLIE, winner of three races in four starts at 
two, five foals.

Wartime Decline 


The War Department reports a total of 8,570 
foals produced in 1944 from mares bred to Army 
stallions under the Army Horse Breeding Pro- 
gram. This program is under the direction of the 
quartermaster General, and is administered by 
the Remount Branch of the Quartermaster Corps. 

Of this number, 8,174 were sired by Thorough- 
breds, 175 by Arabians, 171 by Morgans, 36 by 
Saddlebreds, 21 by Anglo-Arabians, and one by a 
Cleveland Bay. 

The 1944 production was approximately the 
number forecast by the Remount Service. This 
forecast was based on a sharp curtailment of 
breeding activities by horse producers since the 
first year of the war. A still smaller crop of 
foals, probably about 7,000, is anticipated for 
1945. The reduction in the breeding program has 
resulted from wartime conditions. Several fac- 
tors are involved, including the farm manpower 
shortage and a scarcity of feed. 

While the volume of breeding has decreased, the 
quality standard of the produce has increased. 
This has been brought about by a carefully 
planned elimination of least desirable breeding 
stock. Since fewer stallions have been needed, the 
Remount Service has eliminated all stallions of 
questionable value. Similarly, breeders have 
eliminated their poorer mares. The resultant 
value of the produce will be nearly as great as 
that value during years when many more foals 
were produced. 

_ The downward trend is revealed by the breed- 
ing statistics for the past four years. Mares bred 
to Army stallions numbered 18,807 in 1941, 18,258 
in 1942, 14,240 in 1943, and 11,711 in 1944. 

_ The primary object of the Army Horse Breed- 
ing Program is to assist in the general improve- 
ment of type and quality of utility horses in the 
United States by making available to breeders the 
services of blooded sires owned by the Army. 
These services are supplied by the Quartermaster 
Corps Remount Service through issue of stallions 
to selected agents in the various Remount areas. 
Only a nominal stud fee is charged.

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TOPICS 


By V. R. Orchard 


Editor’s note. In this article, written before 
the running of the One Thousand and Two Thou- 
sand Guineas, Mr. Orchard discusses some of the 
leading candidates for England’s first two 1945 
classic races. A report of the result of both 
stakes appears elsewhere in this issue. 


First Classic Races 


ONDON, April 29.—Recent races, at Newmar- 

ket and elsewhere, have helped considerably 
to clarify the position as regards the classic colts 
and fillies. The two first classic races are due 
to be run a week hence. The One Thousand 
Guineas (for fillies) will be decided at Newmar- 
ket on Tuesday, May 8; the Two Thousand 
Guineas (for colts and fillies) will be run on the 
following afternoon. The majority of the Oaks 
and Derby candidates will run in one or the other 
of these two events, after which we should know, 
roughly, how they stand in relation to one an- 
other. There will be the usual heart-searchings 
—will So and So stay the extra half-mile of the 
Derby? etec.—but the races will at least serve to 
sort out the good from the bad horses. 

The best of the colts seen so far appear to be 
the unbeaten Dante (Nearco—Rosy Legend), 
High Peak (Hyperion—Leger Day), Sun Storm 
(Solario—Tornadic), Vicinity (Fairway—Vin- 
cenzia), Chamossaire (Precipitation—Snowber- 
ry), and perhaps Darbhanga (Dastur—Mumtaz 
Begum). Fordham has not yet run; neither has 
Paper Weight, which is not in the Guineas. 

The pick of the fillies appears to be Sun Stream 
(Hyperion—Drift), Exotic (Colombo—Eastern 
Rose), and Mrs. Feather (Fairway—My Pet). 
The filly Isle of Capri (Fair Trial—Caprifolia), 
which has all along been the favorite for the One 
Thousand Guineas, ran at Windsor yesterday and 
was ignominiously beaten; whatever the excuses 
for her, she clearly does not stay. Another dis- 
appointment was The Golden Girl (Hyperion— 
Celestial Way), which ran at Newmarket last 
week. I thought well of her as a 2-year-old, but 
she has not grown or done very well between 
seasons. 

Racing is going very well, although we could 
do with some rain. The astonishing spell of 
warm, spring weather—nearly a month before its 
time—has given way to a patch of bitterly cold 
weather, accompanied by a dry, cold wind. There 
has also been snow, in places. This is more or 
less normal for the time of year, but it is not par- 
ticularly good for the grass or for the fast-grow- 
ing crops. We need rain very badly in most dis- 
tricts. Farmers are anxious about June hay- 
making. 

In the absence of rain, the going next week 
may be rather firm, although the course on which 
the two Guineas events will be run should be 
in good enough order. At the two meetings held 
thus far on the course, one half of it (that near- 
est the stands) has been railed off (with move- 
able dolls), longwise. It will be opened next week 
and the horses will gallop on turf which has been 
rested since last October. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Major Keylock's New Compilations 


‘AJOR KEYLOCK, who should not be un- 
known to American breeders—if only for his 
celebrated pedigree charts—has published a sec- 
ond edition of his +Dams of Winners of Flat 
Races. This brings up to date his first edition, 
and is nothing less than a list of winning horses, 
arranged under their dams, from the years 1915- 
44, inclusive. 

Those whose business it is to collect and com- 
pile data of this nature will appreciate the value 
of Major Keylock’s effort; he may especially be 
congratulated on having published his work in 
wartime, when there is not only a shortage of 
printing and binding materials, but of composi- 
tors, printers, and the like. Anyhow, the book 
is out and I advise any breeder who is interested 
in bloodstock to get a copy. 

It is true that the information is available in 
other forms, but no other book I know gives it in 
this concise fashion. You look up the mare, in 
her alphabetical order, and there are her winning 
produce, with the years in which they have won, 
the number of races and their value. Major Key- 
lock, in this edition, has obligingly added a sec- 
tion in which are given the names of the first 20 
winning sires in each year from 1850. He has 
also set out the great sire lines, in chart fashion. 


New Year Book 


ARDLY less remarkable, while on the subject 
of books, is the astonishing work of Phil Bull, 
who has published an annual, entitled {The Best 
Horses of 1944. It contains the records of all the 
horses (389) which won in 1944, plus another 
fifty. Their full records are there, that is to say, 
their breeding, weights carried, comments on run- 
ning, and times (compared with standard times). 
On top of this, there is a commentary on each 
individual animal, sometimes to the extent of sev- 
eral hundred words, plus 183 photographs. 
Nothing of the sort was ever attempted before 
1943, so far as I am aware, and the public can- 
not complain any more if they fail to find a few 
winners this season as a result of their study of 
the data now available. Mr. Bull classifies, in 
an appendix, the 1944 horses according to his 
method of speed analysis. In fact, apart from 
saying what the horses think and how much they 
eat, he seems to have given them dossiers in a 
manner which the Gestapo might have envied. 


Oh Susanna's Grandson 


OLONEL J. H. Whitney’s 4-year-old, John 

Peel, won a race at Newmarket last week, the 
Brinkley Handicap, at 1°4 miles. John Peel is a 
fine, strongly made son of Foxhunter out of Old 
Melody. Old Melody, by *Sir Gallahad—Oh Su- 
sanna, is now the dam in this country of the win- 
ners John Peel, Swanee River, and the 3-year-old 
Battle Hymn. John Peel himself is a grand type 
of stayer, and his trainer, Captain Cecil Boyd- 
Rochfort, should win many more distance races 
with him.
